During his stay he has seen Wa-Hi grow 
from a school of 1000 students to one of 1375* 

He believes that present day high school stu¬ 
dents are definitely superior to those of several 
school generations ago, in grasp of subject matter, 
and in their disposition toward school in general* 

He also believes that, in spite of recent de¬ 
velopments, schools must improve still further to 
fill modern needs, and must have a greater pro- 
portion of vocational work to care for those stu¬ 
dents who will be unable to continue their educa¬ 
tion beyond the secondary schools*

STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

The Wa-Hi students elected Leland Nelson to act as their stu¬ 
dent-body president during the year 1939-194-0. Under his able 
guidance the school has had a very successful year. 

Alf Transeth was elected vice-president.' His major duty was to 
head the Legislative Assembly. 

Other officers elected were: Angelo Cos tel lo, treasurer; Barbara 
White^ secretary; and Pat Walters* yell queen. 

Leland Nelson appointed six members of the senior class to hold 
the positions on his cabinet. They are: Marian Palmer* commissioner 
of assemblies; Keith Bergevin, inter-school relations; Patty Cope¬ 
land* finance; George Romine* halls; Frank Woods, building and 
grounds; Joan Martin, organisation; and Dick Kenyon, stage. 

Also members of the cabinet are Alice Garrett* president of the 
Girls' Federation; Blaine Burton* president of the Boys' Feder¬ 
ation; John Neel, editor of the Wa-Hi Journal; and Dean Loney, 
chief justice of the court. 

During the year several new laws have been passed by the cab¬ 
inet and legislative assemby. The yell queen or king was voted an 
official member of the cabinet.

ROYAL BLUE 

The function of the Royal Blue is to bring to you a faithful 
record of the school year. People in the school, the groups to which 
they belong, and the achievements of the people and the groups go 
to make up the record. It is not the purpose of this publication to 
decide what is important and what is not, but to portray the life 
of the school as an integrated whole. 

The Royal Blue is an entirely self-supporting publication. It 
receives no help from the student ticket fund and carries no adver¬ 
tising or courtesy cards. Subscriptions alone finance the annual. No 
attempt is made to sell to any of the town's business firms or in¬ 
dividuals not directly connected with Walla Walla High School, 
This then, is a publication of the school, by the school and for the 
school. 

The first step in putting out a yearbook is to sell enough copies 
that the publication costs can be met. Size and general plan are 
directly proportionate to the number of books that are sold. Pub¬ 
lication of the 1940 Royal Blue was assured when more than 650 
copies were ordered by October SI, Available records and memory 
indicate that this is the greatest number to have been sold for sev¬ 
eral years at least. 

From this increased student support has come an annual in¬ 
creased in size and more elaborate in plan. The 1940 edition has 
112 pages besides end sheets. It has more than 600 individual pic- 
hires and 14 pages of informal pictures of student and faculty life 
in and around the school. Pictures throughout are appreciably 
larger than has been customary in the past. No student life picture 
is smaller than one-quarter page. Sports have been alloted greater 
space than formerly. Noticeably greater coverage has been given to 
spring sports and girls 1 sports. The entire book has stood up and 
stretched and has remained spread out. 
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Yearbooks do not ‘‘just grow.” Behind every issue are many hours of careful 
planning and hard work on the part of some group of persons* More than 300 hours 
of staff work have gone into the 1940 Royal Blue. Most of these hours have been 
spent after the 2:30 dismissal time. The chief officers and those who in some capac¬ 
ity or other have worked on the staff are pictured on these two pages. Some have 
been outstanding and deserve mention. Marjorie Morris and Ted Rich were the star 
salespeople of the group. Dorothy Chriseoe has been the hardest worker of the staff, 
performing her assigned tasks in addition to helping others with theirs* Roy Rogers 
conceived and drew up the plan for the enlarged sports section. 

Barbara Kolars worked as official typist* Roberta Gowen as editor coordinated 
the work of the general staff and took personal charge of arranging group pictures* 
Ruth Naimy* in addition to directing the sales campaign, spent much time in index¬ 
ing the volume. She was assisted by Betty LeRoux and Esther Zahl. Frances Mar¬ 
shall* Helen Zahl. and Clarabelle Huibush did much of the routine work* 

Bob Roldman and Bob Howard were responsible for most of the informal pic¬ 
tures which appear in the book. 

Important contributions not on the regular staff were Frank Boewer, Eleanor 
Scheeee, John Neel* Josephine Jauslin, Patty Copeland, and Maxine Shimbo* 

A necessary adjunct to the publication of a yearbook is the influence of experi¬ 
ence and mature viewpoint contributed by the advisor. Mr* Goodrich filled this spot 
in the Royal Blue organization,

In past years, Wa-Hi had centered 
most of its basketball activity against only a few of the larger schools of the state, 
and mostly to the smaller ones. However, this year, the second in the ercss-state 
league for the Imps, Wa-Hi fans had the opportunity to see their heroes in action 
against some of the best high school teams in the state, if not the entire United 
States.
